The expression "particularly" in claims 2, 6, 10, 14 
does not restrict the scope of protection of the 
patent claims. The features which come after such an 
expression can be considered entirely optional (PCT 
Guidelines S-IV, 5.40). These features can be 
retained as the subject matter of a new dependent 
claim. 



Some of the features in apparatus claims 5, 12, 13, 
15 relate to a method for producing the apparatus 
and not to the definition of the apparatus on the 
basis of its technical features. The intended 
restrictions are therefore not clear from the claim, 
contrary to the requirements of PCT Article 6.
